Franklin County is located in southeastern Idaho, bordering Utah.  It ranks 24th among Idaho counties in population and 37th
in area.  The federal government owns nearly 33 percent of the county.  Agriculture is the major basic industry, with
government, services, trade and manufacturing providing the largest employment opportunities.  Annual average total civilian
employment in the county grew 28.4 percent from 1991 to 2001.  Major employers include the Preston and West Side School
Districts, Franklin County Regional Medical Center, Ritewood, Inc., Stokes Thriftway, Lundahl Ironworks, Inc., and Trails
West Manufacturing.

The city of Franklin is the oldest town in the state.  Visitors can follow the Pioneer Historic Byway through the county to
catch the old western flavor of the region.
